The lack of responsibility is the worst 
feature of the present form of g o w in m e n t, 
There 
are so many that hav« a hand in the control of 
affairs that any otic can shift the responsibility’ of 
his faults and mistakes onto the shoulders «d some 
one else, 
Under the mating rial form there is no 
shifting of responsibility. 


It would perhaps la* nearer tin* tact to say that 
while fortifications would still b«* serviceable, in 
lb** event <d’ war, we would be much less dependent 
on their service than was formerly tb«* ease.
